REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11.3 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicants argue that in the vessel tauaht bv Anderson et al, the lowermost portion or nadir of the base wall is not alianed with 
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the opening in the top wall of the vessel. In response to this argument, it is noted that the base wall of the vessel taught bv 


Anderson et al slopes towards a lowermost end (i.e. the right side of the vessel depicted in Figure 3) which in its entiritv can be 


considered a "nadir". The opening 59 in the upper wall is aligned with this lowermost end where liguid reagent collects. The 


indentation 78 in the lowermost end is merely provided in the nadir region of the vessel as a means of maintaining a distance 


between the bottom surface 73 of the vessel and the bottom wall 72 of an analvzer cavity. If one of ordinary skill in the art 


were not concerned with this function, it would be easv to eliminate the indentation 78. The teaching of Anderson et al still 


meets the limitation of a vessel having a lowermost end in a base wall that is aligned with an opening in an opposite upper wall 


since the entire lower right side of the vessel taught bv Anderson et al can be considered a nadir that is able to minimize the 


required excess volume of reagent held within the container.
